REMARKS 

CLAIM STATUS 

Prior to this response, claims 1-23 were pending in this application. Claims 1-5, 
8-10, 13-17, and 21 have been canceled. Claims 6, 7, 11, 18, 22, and 23 have been amended. 
Therefore, after this amendment, claims 6-7, 11-12, 18-20, and 22-23 are pending in this 
application. 

ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

The Examiner noted that claims 6-7, 11-12, 18-20, and 22 were objected to, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Claim 6 has been amended to recite the limitations of claim 1 and intervening 
claim 4 placing the limitations of claim 6 in independent form. Claim 6 is now in condition for 
allowance. 

Claim 7 has been amended to recite the limitations of claim 1 placing the 
limitations of claim 7 in independent form. Claim 7 is now in condition for allowance. 

Claim 1 1 has been amended to recite the limitations of claim 8 and intervening 
claims 9 and 10 placing the limitations of claim 1 1 in independent form. Claim 1 1 is now in 
condition for allowance. Claim 12 depends from claim 1 1 and is in condition for allowance for 
at least this reason. 

Claim 18 has been amended to recite the limitations of claim 16 and intervening 
claim 17 placing the limitations of claim 18 in independent form. Claim 18 is now in condition 
for allowance. Claims 19 and 20 depend from claim 18 and are in condition for allowance for at 
least this reason. 

Claim 22 has been amended to recite the limitations of claim 16 placing the 
limitations of claim 22 in independent form. Claim 22 is now in condition for allowance. 

Claim 23 has been amended to recite the limitations of claim 16 placing the 
limitations of claim 23 in independent form. Claim 23 is now in condition for allowance. 

CONCLUSION
